SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article - Business Regulation

16-224.

(A) THE ATTORNEY GENERAL OR THE COMPTROLLER MAY ADOPT
REGULATIONS REQUIRING THAT TAX STAMPS, REQUIRED UNDER § 12-304(B) OF
THE TAX — GENERAL ARTICLE, BE GENERATED BY A TECHNOLOGY CAPABLE OF
BEING READ BY A SCANNING OR SIMILAR DEVICE AND ENCRYPTED WITH THE
FOLLOWING INFORMATION:

(1) THE NAME AND ADDRESS OF THE DISTRIBUTOR AFFIXING THE
STAMP;
